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Appliant's traversal of the rejection over Shimizu has again been fully considered but is not found persuasive. Shimizu clearly teaches a 
pharmaceutical preparation comprising cefditoren pivoxil. Shimizu et al. further teach that various additives can be added including 
lubricants such as sucrose fatty acid esters. While Shimizu does not teach an amorphous cefditoren pivoxil or the particular sucrose fatty 
acid ester, Onodera teaches the advantages of amorphous cefditoren pivoxil and its high purity, high thermal stability and high storage 
stability. Hoffman, on the other hand, teaches the use of sucrose ester of a fatty acid as a release-controlled agent. Thus, the Examiner 
contends that Shimizu in view of Onodera and in further view of Hoffman does indeed render obvious applicant's invention. As for 
applicant's arguments that Shimizu is solely teaching the sucrose fatty acid ester as a lubricant, such arguments are not found persuasive 
as Shimizu does teach addition of the sucrose fatty acid ester into the composition. Moreover, the Examiner respectfully points out that the 
fact that applicant has recognized another advantage which would flow naturally from following the suggestion of the prior art cannot be the 
basis for patentability when the differences would otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 
1985). Regarding applicant's arguments that the independent claims have been amended to recite that crystallization of the amorphous 
cefditoren pivoxil is inhibited, such arguments are not persuasive as applicant is arguing features not previously presented. Consequently, 
such arguments are moot and the Examiner contends that the claims as previously rejected were indeed rendered obvious. 

Applicant's arguments regarding claim 20 have been fully considered but are not found persuasive. Again, the Examiner contends that 
applicant is arguing features that were not previously presented. The claims as previously claimed did not recite the limitation wherein 
crystallization of amorphous cefditoren pivoxil is inhibited. Thus, such arguments are moot. 

Moreover, because applicant has amended the claims, the Examiner contends that the scope of the invention has changed. Additionally 
such amendment raises new issues that require further considerations and/or searches. Consequently, the amendment filed on 03/1 7/09 
will not be entered 
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
